But the truth is, he did not ox- 
peck to be found out; and, when found out, 
he relied upon the support of the Govern 
ment whom he rth and never contem- 
lated the possibility of a criminal process, 
east of all a criminal’s fate, His conviction 
will, wo believe, do great good. It will 
help to clear the political atmosphere in 
Caoada of some of those pestilential impu- 
rities with which it is surcbarged. It will 
teach a useful Jesson to the unscrupulous 
adventurers who swarm like locusts in that 
country, and who are willing to resort to 
any base expedient by which they can ob- 
tain a scat in the Logislaturo, and theroby 
clutch some of those loaves and fishes which 
are too often the reward of profligate part- 
isanship. And it will make Canadian min- 
isters foel that thero is something stronger 
than political power, something more potent 
than supple majoritiee—we mean the law, 
administered by righteous judges. In Eng- 
land this case may be made “to point a 
moral” as well as “adorn a tale.” Bribery 
and corruption should be dealt with in this 
country precisely as Mr. Fellowes’ frauds 
have been treated in Canada. We, of 
course, do not pretend to say thnt ordina: 
cases of bribery in England aro as bad, 
morally speaking, as the crimes of which 
Mr. Fellowes was found guilty. But they 
all ought to be made criminal offences, and 
the judge should be left to discriminate be- 
tween different degrees of guilt, If Mr. 
Cobden’s plan were adopted, and convicted 
corruptionists had their hair cropped, and 
were made to mount the treadmiil and turn 
the crank, justice would be vindicated ; but, 
under the present system, rogues laugh at 
their own profligacy in open court, and go 
home praying that another general election 
may speedily arrive, when they can perform 
similar exploits and contrive more cunning 
means to wyoid detection,

Nothing could command his attention be- 
side, and he was borne from the room rav- 
ing wild a3 a maniac, exhibiting a feeling 
as strong as could be pictured by the most 
extravagant imagination, 

A MOTHER FINDS HER DAUCHTER, 


Mrs Barret wife of James Barret of Law- 
rence, had lost a child, She too, was a fro- 
quent visitor at the dead-house. Saturday 
afternoon she came, accompanied by a youn- 
ger daughter, bringing a miniature likeness 
of the lost. The miniature represented the 
features of a young lady of unusual personal 
attractions, A lively beauty danced ia her 
youthful, fresh and rosy face; and expres- 
sion of a nature alinost angelic beamed in 
her eyes. With this tho mother and sister 
came seeking the original amongst the dead, 
The lost one was found, but the fair face was 
burned away ; the little and graceful form 
was now ashapeless trunk which was recog- 
nised only by the fabric of the dress sho 
wore,asmall part of which was not destroyed, | 
Tho mother threw herself on the remuius ; 
she roused hersolf and gazed upon the win- 
inture, and from that ber eyes wandered to 
the remains of her child, She fainted and 
was born away. Those who had stood firm 
through all until now, melted until their 
sympathy awakened tours that fell like sua~ 
mer rain. 

A SISTER FINDS HRN DTOTHER, 

Among tho missing first reported was Jag. 
Harty. He came from New York nearly » 
year ago, accompanied by his only sister—his 
only rolative in America, They had long

‘This, altho’ 
exposed in numerous places, is generally cap~ 
ped by a considerable thickness of Drift clay, 
sand, and gravel, with boulders of limestune 
and various gneissoid rocks, such as lie more 
or less immediatuly along the northern con- 
fines of the tract in question.

At the 
period of my visit to Belleville (June 1859) a 
beautiful sample of polished and striated rock 
had just been jajd bare in some drain excaya- 
tions on the south side of Bridge street, west 
of the Moira; and I observed the same effects 
on the exposed faces of limestone at “The 
Plains,” between the Moira und the Shannon; 
und, still more distinctly, opposite the Shan- 
nonville Station, on the north side of the 
Grand Trunk Railway. At the latter locali 
large slabs of rock exhibited a polished surface 
equal to that of plate-glass, with fine. strim

can scarcely be employed without risk of mis- 
conception, and is therefore now almost uni- 
versally xbandoned. Favosites differs essen- 
tially from Stenopora and Chaletes in_pos- 
sessing perforated cell-walls. ‘The imperforate 
fayositoidean corals fall into two series; the 
one exhibiting fissiparous and the other gem- 
miparous reproduction, ‘The former show in 
the fracture the interior of the tubes, and con- 
stitute the genus Chatetes. The latter show 
the outside of the cell-walls (reproduction tak- 
ing place by the Jaternal interpolation of new 
tubes) and arty form the Slenoyora. To this 
enus, if the above definition as given by Mc- 
‘oy and others hold good, our so called 
Cihetetes undoubtedly belong. This admitted, 
our common forms, the Ca/amoyora fibrosa 
of Goldfuss, may be legitimately placed under 
McCoy's Slenopora fibrosa, and conveniently 
sub-divided into tliree varieties: the branching 
form (variety rantosa); the flat, cup shaped or 
salver-shaped hemispherical form (variety con- 
cava); und the aRANRS or true “ puftball” 
form (variety globosa lycoperdon). It often 
happens that whilst one variety is exceedingly 
abundant at a special locality, the other two 
are altogether absent, McCoy (British Pa- 
lwozoic Fossils,” p. 24,) makes but two varie- 
tios : (ycopodites and regu/aris, the latter in- 
cluding the branched and polymorphous forms ; 
but those given above, so far as regards Cana- 
dion examples, will be found I thiok of more 
conyenient adoption, The “ petites saillies 
coniques,” the distinguished character of d’Or- 
bigny’s Monticulipora, appear to be a neces-

DANGER OF ANOTHER DELUGE. 


THE NORTHERN HEMISPHERE TO BE SUBMERGED, 
AND A NEW WORLD PROM THE SOUTH, 


From Galignani's Messenger, Dec. 25. 
We have had occasion to peruse a remarka- 
ble work just published, entitled,  Courants et 
Revolutions de l'Atmosphere et de la Mer,” 
by Lieut. Julien, a distinguished officer in the 
French navy. The greater part of the book is 


Mauray's arent theory of currents and 
winds, by which he explains the recurrence of 
Storms and other meteorological phenomena ; 
ut what has chiefly attracted our attention is 
anew theory on the inevitable periodical re- 
turn of a cataclysm similar to that known under 
the name of the Universal Deluge, a subject 
a which we will here endeayor to give an out- 
ine :— 

‘The author starts from certain facts, some 
of which are generally known, viz.: 1; That 
isothermal lines (lines where the same degree 
of warmth is observed in our globe) of the 
highest temperature are iaenle distributed 
between Northern and Southern henitapHetee 
the space they occupy in the former being 
about the double of that which they occupy 
south of the equator, so that the southern 
hemisphere is considerably colder, especially 
towards the pole, than the northern one. 2. 
‘That the accumulation of ice at the Antarctic 
pole is 50 much more considerable than at the 
northern. 3, ‘That the earth performs the 
shortest portion of its revolution, viz, that 
nearest to the perihelion, much more rapidly 
thap the other, and at that period of the year 
the autumn and winter of the 
northern hemispliere, Hence it follows that 
the winter of the latter is shorter (by about 
eight days) than that of the southern hemis- 
phere; and itis during this long winter, when 
the earth is farthest from the sun, that the so- 
lar rays must lose in strength what they gain 
in duration, To this cause of diminution of} 
temperature, must be added the loss of caloric 
by radiation, and it will then be easy to per- 
ceive the reason of the diflerence of the tem= 
perature between the two hemispheres, Ob- 
servation, moreover, has shown that the quan- 
tity of caloric lost at the south pole iu the 
course of a year is equal to the Firplés absorb- 
ed nt the north pole. Now, let us, with the 
author, mentally represent to ourselves the 
earth ot the moment of its creation, when its 
whole surface was covered with water, and its 
centre of gravity coincided with its geometrical 
centre, From that moment its revolution

Let us now take into consideration the phe- 
nomenon called the Procession of the equi- 
noxos, in virtue of which the first point of 
Aries recedes upon the ecliptic by about 50 
seconds in a year. This gradually causes a 
complete change in the seasons ; and counting 
from any given time, there must elapse at least 
21,000 before the seasons can return at pre- 
cisely the same periods of the year, It has

He predicts accord- 
jngly, that unless war, or pestilence, or fice

We admit that the debt of the County is 
large,—and some of it may have been incur- 
red extravagantly —but baye we no equivalent 
in the public improvements thereby accom- 
plished? No enterprising farmer can improve 
his farin—clear, drain, and fence*his fields— 
build houses and barns—grow the best quali 
ty of stock, without incurring large expenses 
and very often running in debt therefor, But 
does he fret over and grumble about expense ? 
Assuredly not. He knows he has expended 
his money advantageously, and that he will 
in time-veap a profitable return, 
would it be to him to make all these home im- 
provéments—to raise luxurious crops and 
produce the best stock, unless he had a ready 
access to some good and central market ? 
Good roads are therefore as essential to him 
as good fences, or good husbandry; and the 
taxes which he pays for building his roads 
are as wisely expended as the money pa for 
any othoragriculturalimprovement, It is not 
to be denied that good roads are directly bene 
ficial to the Lown, as well as the County ; for 
these are the principal avenues of its trade. 
But then the advantages are reciprocal, and the 
County could no more live without the own 
with its market, its mannfactures, and its 
merchandise, than’ the Town could subsist 
without the products of the County. So all 
invidious comparisons between the two, are 
as fullacious as thoy are injurious, tis well 
known also, that in all matters of County tax- 
ation the town has borne the * Liou'y share" 
without grumbling or repudiating, 

Afterall, the question isnot whether the 
roads were necessary for our mutual advan- 
tage, or whether the debt incurred in their 
covstruction is a wise or foolish one, but we 
take it to be this,—tn what manner may it 
be best and most easily liquidated?

clusions. He commends himsélf to every 
man’s conscience, to every man’s heart. His 
utterance is free, distinct, and occasionally 


orized, as we could not conceive it possible 
for any man to talk with such ‘ease, fluency, 
and correctness without; but on frequently 
hearing him, in different positions and on 
diferent topics, we became satisfied of our 
mistake. He has logical powers of a superior 
cast; but the-wartmth of his nature and his 
kindly benevolent feelings—with his heart 
full of love to God—melts or disregards every 
thing’ like the prescribed rules of logical dic» 
tion and icy reasoning. Of all emotional 
réachers that we have heard, he is the most 
intellectual, and of all intellectual, the most 
emotional. 

Tn our humble opinion, there are as many 
cloments of true eloquence uniting in him, as 
in any other member of Conference,—clear 
mind, solid judgment, powerful voice—lack- 
ing, probably, jn musical attraction, but has 
great command of it. Language chaste, sim- 
ple and expressive,—sentences well finished 
and well combined. Thon his deep emotion, 
earnestness, and unquestionable sincerity, — 
fine bodily presence,—honest, manly counte- 
nsnce, though without what is called spirits 
ualness, ‘The mind, we suppose, is too solid 
and too cautious to allow those enchanting 
flights that the imaginations of some men are 
allowed to take, and that his certainly has the 
power of taking, were it not for the curbs and 
restraints laid on it. On the whole, with the 
drawbacks intimated, there are very few, if 
any, who possess tho aggregate of his cleva- 
ting and distinguished attributes,—though 
there may be those who have some one of 
them in greater perfection,
